after eleven months of costly war. It would 
be interesting to know how Russians reserve 
will show up after she jB^ets through paying 
Japan's war expenses. 

The last ot' the registered bonds of the state 
of Kentucky of the issue uf 188') were paid off 
last Saturday. There were ten of these bonds 
of $1,000 each with $200 accrued interest. 
This leaves the state debt only i!(2G,00o in 
coupon bonds. For all of which, credit belongs 
to Uncle Sam. whose Treasury famished the 
money; and the remaining sam could have been 
paid, three times over, if the Frankfort Machine 
hadn't given Captain Calbouv $81,000 for 
collecting a debt that could just as easily have 
been collected by the State Treasurer at the 



Thk considerable additions to the American 
Navy which were authorized by Congress in the 
half decade following the Spntiiish- American 
war, are banning to havetiieir effect upon the 
ranking of the great naval powers. Taking 
into consideration only ships actuiilly leady for 
sea at the present time, the United States is the 
third naval power in world, England ranking 
first and France second, with Germany a close 
fourth. When the ships now more than half 
completed are finished, France will no longer 
be the second naval power in the world. The 
ranking will then be, England first, the United 
States second, with France and Germany well 
together in the contest for third place. 

WuiLK France is coijuetting with the Uus> 
sians, in violation of ber agreement with .la]>au, 
here is the way Uncle Sam talks to Vice- Admiral 
ENt^risT, who put into Manila with some of his 
wounded warships — 

"Time osnnot be given for the repsir of the injuries re- 

ceivcil in battle. Therefore the vphspIo cannot be repaired 
uDle0t> interned until the end uf bostilitieii." 

With usual obtuseness of the Russian char- 
acter, the Ambassador at Washington asked 
the State Department what the above meant,

"Advise Russian Admiral that as his ships are suffer-
